WASHINGTON—Professiona l politicia ns in both ma jor pa rties 
predict siza ble Republica n ga ins in the November elections. 
They hold this view a fter ca reful study of results in severa l 
dozen elections held since June. The GOP trend ha s held up in north 
a nd south, ea st a nd west. Conserva tive a nd libera l ca ndida tes a like 
ha ve been the beneficia ries. 
Republica n lea ders expect to pick up a s ma ny a s 50 House sea ts. 
Professiona ls a t the Democra tic Na tiona l Commit­ 
tee a dmit tha t a GOP ga in of a t lea st 20 sea ts is 
likely. 
Republica n Theodore Kupferma n la st week 
won a na rrow victory for the House sea t va ca ted 
by New York Ma yor John Lindsa y. This wa s in a 
district in which Democra ts outnumber Republi­ 
ca ns, a district Lyndon Johnson ca rried by more 
tha n 8 0,000 votes. 
Specia l Congressiona l elections in North Ca ro­ 
lina a nd Ca lifornia were recently won by Demo- 
LEWIS 
cra ts, but Republica ns ra n surprisingly well. Voters in North Ca ro­ 
lina ’s First Congressiona l District, a Democra tic ba stion, ga ve Re­ 
publica n John Ea st 40 per cent of the vote. The la st GOP ca ndida te, 
in 18 64, received but 18 per cent of the vote. 
Democra t Thoma s Reese wa s elected to the House in Ca lifornia 's 
26th Congressiona l District in December. His GOP cha llenger, Ed­ 
wa rd Ma rsha ll, received 40.6 per cent of the vote, a pa rty ga in of 
11 percenta ge points since 1964. 
The November elections showed GOP ga ins throughout the 
country. John Lindsa y, of course, wa s elected Ma yor of New York. 
A Democra Murned-RepuMica n, Arlen Specter, wa s elected District 
Attorney of Phila delphia . 
Solid wins were cha lked up by GOP ca ndida tes in Ohio, a sta te 
tha t went overwhelmingly for Johnson in 1964. A Republica n, John 
Ba lla rd, wa s elected Akron Ma yor with 61.9 per cent of the vote. 
Two yea rs ea rlier, a nother GOP ca ndida te ha d polled a n a nemic 17.4 
per cent. 
GOP ma yors were elected in New Brita in, Wa terbury, a nd 
Sta mford, Conn. A Republica n wa s elected ma yor of Louisville, Ky., 
a city tha t ga ve Lyndon Johnson a ma ssive ma jority in 1964. 
Some of the most impressive GOP victories of the pa st eight 
months ha ve been a chieved In the once-solid south. Republica n 
Albert Wa tson, a former Democra t, wa s elected to Congress by 
more tha n 2-1 la st June. He is now considering a ra ce for the U.S. 
Sena te. 
Republica n ma yors were elected in Ha ttiesburg a nd Columbus, 
Miss., for the first time in history. GOP sta te legisla tors were 
elected in Florida , Mississippi, a nd Georgia . 
Lin wood Holton, a Republica n, ca me within 27,000 votes of win­ 
ning the governorship of Virginia . Four yea rs ea rlier, the GOP 
nominee ha d lost by 108 ,000 votes. 
A specia l election for the Virginia Sta te Sena te in December 
resulted In a highly significa nt GOP victory. Republica n Kenneth 
Robinson won a la ndslide 2-1 victory in a district historica lly 
Democra tic. 
Note: Polls conducted by both pa rties indica te growing dissa tis­ 
fa ction with the Johnson Administra tion. Rep. Ja ckson Betts (R* 
Ohio) recently polled 150,000 constituents in his district, one tha t 
went for Johnson in 1964.

blo o d pressu re, was no t su fficient 
reaso n to perfo rm an o peratio n 
which was su ccessfu l in o nly abo u t 
50 per cent o f cases. He adv ised 
a perio dic checku p.

A—Ibis interesting sto ry illu s­ 
trates the fact that it is o ften 
wise to g et a seco nd o pinio n 
when a serio u s o peratio n is being 
co nsidered. In this case I mu st 


side with the seco nd co nsu ltant 
becau se it wo u ld seem that he 
to o k the tro u ble to make a mo re 
tho ro u g h inv estig atio n than the 
first. Fu rthermo re, the reaso ns he 
g av e fo r his o pinio n are so u nd. 
If y o u had g o ne to him in the 
first place, ho wev er, I do u bt that 
y o u wo u ld hav e been inclined to 
seek a 
seco nd o pinio n. 
Q—What is Hemo philu s influ en­ 
za? Ou r two children g o t it last 
y ear. Co u ld we be carriers o f 
this disease? 


A—Influ enza is a g ro u p o f acu te 
respirato ry diseases cau sed by 
v iru ses 
and 
no t, 
as 
fo rmerly 
tho u g ht, by the bacillu s, Hemo ­ 
philu s influ enzae. This bacillu s is 
co mmo nly fo u nd in the no se and 
thro at o f no rmal perso ns. So me 
au tho rities believ e that in perso ns, 
especially infants, with co lds o r 
influ enza this g erm may ag g ra­ 
v ate the disease bu t abso lu te 
pro o f is lacking . Carriers do no t 
present the special pro blem in 
influ enza that they do in a dis­ 
ease su ch as ty pho id. 


Q—I hav e liv er spo ts o n my 
face. My do cto r say s it is Clo 
Asthma. What cau ses it and what 
will help it? 


A—-The term liv er spo t is ap­ 
plied to different ty pes o f smo o th 
bro wnish spo ts o n the skin.

It is indecent to 
lo v e any o ne-—any o ne at all—who 
bu llies u s into do ing what we 
do n’t want to do . So the first step 
to ward ending these tantru ms is 
kno wing that we do NOT lo v e this 
little bu lly ing so n o f o u rs. This is 
the brav e first step that mu st be 
taken in o rder to kno w ho w mu ch 
we want to lo v e him and make 
o u r reso lv e to do it. 
Witho u t that reso lv e we can’t 
end the tantru ms. Witho u t it, o u r 
terro r at the breath-ho lding , the 
screams and kicks is g o ing to

Faltering 
reg istratio n and po ll tax pay ments 
su g g est u nu su al apathy as v o ters 
co ntemplate a po litical y ear en­ 
liv ened o nly by the To wer-Carr 
race. 
To wer, o f co u rse, is chasing 
hard after co nserv ativ e Demo ­ 
crats. Co nsequ ently he play s do wn 
his Repu blican label, leav ing it 
o ff his billbo ards and his cam­ 
paig n literatu re. 
Interesting ly , he do es no t want 
Barry Go ldwater batting fo r him 
in Tex as this y ear, tho u g h this 
fact is bu ried in a g eneral pro s­ 
criptio n ag ainst “all o u tsiders.” 
Go ldwater did speak fo r him o nce 
in 1965, and campaig ned activ ely 
in To wer’s 1961 race. 
Tho u g h To wer do es no t say it, 
Go ldwater is a reminder o f disas­ 
ter at the po lls in 1964, and o f 
rig ht-wing su ppo rt to o ex treme fo r 
To wer. The senato r is still a 
pridefu l co nserv ativ e, bu t in 1966 
a co nserv ativ e with mo derate ten­ 
dencies.

M We were su pposed to begin 
with an early morning v isit with 
the President on Tu esday , bu t 
receiv ed a note late Monday , 
stating that, becau se of the u rgen 
cy of the Viet Nam situ ation, he 
wou ld be u nable to v isit with u s, 
the pastor said. 
The ministers were going to ask 
Rm President abou t Viet Nam 
•nd the Sou th-East Asia situ ation 
“We were going to inq u ire abou t 
other administration issu es, su ch 
as the progress of the Aid to 
Edu cation bill, the War on Pov ­ 
erty program and to ask him to 
giv e u s his ideas of the economic 
stability for the fu tu re,” the pas­ 
tor ex plained. 
He said they were especially 
interested in the economic sta­ 
bility as related to wage increases 
and price increases for manu ­ 
factu red produ cts becau se, “this 
is one of the most freq u ent q u es- 
ions we receiv e from parishion- 
ers.H 
The minister said a person’s 
spiritu al life is not div orced from 
his economic life, rather, the two 
are connected in sev eral way s, 
he added. 
“Becau se of this, we are asked 
by members of the congregation, 
how they can best sav e money , 
lay du ring a fiv e-y ear period, or, 
how they can best plan to spend 
their money to get as mu ch as 
possible for what they spend, 
he said.

“It is amazing, the difference 
of opinion that ex ists in Washing­ 
ton ov er the Viet Nam crisis,” 
the Rev . Mr. Schu mm said. 
“At this time last y ear, there 
was no thou ght abou t asking the 
United Nations to consider the 
problem .althou gh sev eral su g­ 
gestions to do so had been made 
to ou r administration, they were 
all rejected,” he added. 
The preacher said that ev en if 
the administration had not had 
the U.N. proposed to it, “the ad­ 
ministration was aware that the 
facilities were there, bu t wily re­ 
cently hav e they brou ght it to 
the body .” he ex plained. 
“To all intents and pu rposes, 
there appears a certain air of 
u rgency in the present adminis­ 
tration and one gets the impres­ 
sion, it wou ld like to see some­ 
thing done abou t Viet Nam. espe­ 
cially becau se of the u p-coming 
elections,” he went on. 
Prev iou s Seminar 
In recalling a prev iou s seminar 
in Washington du ring the tenu re 
of former President Dwight Eisen­ 
hower, the Rev . Mr. Schu mm 
said, 
“Eisenhower 
was 
often 
somewhere else, bu t I did hav e 
occasion to meet him, I spoke 
with him abou t war and peace 
and the role of the military man 
in solv ing ex isting problems, com­ 
parable to the Viet Nam situ ation, 
he said. 
“Eisenhower made a clear dis­ 
tinction between the military and 
militarism, he told u s the differ­ 
ence between arms for defense 
and arms to accomplish goals 
was that a military man was a 
means to an end only , and not an 
end in itself,” the pastor recalled. 
He said the former President 
ex plained that to retain power 
y ou need the military , bu t it was 
not to be u sed to achiev e goals. 
He also said Eisenhower told him. 
moral force was more powerfu l 


in accomplishing objectiv es, than 
military force. 
“One wwiders if Ike wou ld hav e 
become inv olv ed in Viet Nam, 
I’m su re if he .thou ght there was 
a need to contain commu nism, 
and this appears to be the situ a­ 
tion, I think he wou ld hav e,” the 
pastor added. 
Hou se Hearing 
Following the tou r of the White 
Hou se, 
the 
pastors 
attended 
a Hou se, hearing wi Un-American 
activ ities. "A Ku Klu x Klansman 
was taking the fifth amendment 
on Klan activ ities.” he said. That 
afternoon, they v isited with two 
ex ecu tiv es 
from 
the 
National 
Board of Social Concern at the 
Methodist bu ilding, which is lo­ 
cated almost adjacent to the Cap­ 
itol, where they were giv en a 
talk on achiev ements in race re­ 
lations in the Methodist Chu rch. 
Up u ntil 1984, the administra­ 
tion and the congregations of the 
Methodist Chu rch were segre­ 
gated, bu t concerted efforts by

segregated schools,” the clergy ­ 
man said. 
“One other speaker told u s of 
the progress being made in pri- 


v tti and public ichools of higher, 
learning. 
He pointed ou t that 
they were concentrating on small' 
colleges with a potential for ex -! 
panding their facilities bu t were! 
u nable to do so becau se of in­ 
su fficient finances,” the rev erend! 
said. 
He said the speaker told them 
an effort was being made by the 
department to u nderwrite the ex ­ 
pansion of some of the facilities 
of the^e schools. 
Then the ministers v isited the 
Ju stice Department and spoke 
with i*n attorney abou t the civ il 
rights issu e. The attorney , him­ 
self from Alabama, told the grou p 
that “mu ch progress was being 
made becau se of new “tools” to 
work with as a resu lt of the 
civ il rights law.” 
Visit State Department 
The pastors spent most of one 
day v isiting the State Department 
and discu ssing the Viet Nam situ ­ 
ation and talked with an ex ecu tiv e 
there abou t the world popu lation 
control. 
“The speaker was answering 
q u estions abou t what was being 
done in v ariou s ov er-popu lated 
cou ntries to promote birth con­ 
trol,” the pastor said. 
He ^said the speaker indicated 
there were sev eral problems in 
this area becau se of personal and 
v aried 
religiou s 
beliefs.

sterilization was too high, con­ 
seq u ently , the department was 
seeking a more economical meth­ 
od,” The Rev .

Dixon High School will admin­ 
ister the National Merit Scholar­ 
ship Qualifying Test (NMSQT) to 
about 125 studertts at 9 a.m., Feb. 
26, David E. Stern, guidance dir­ 
ector announced. 
The NMSQT, a 21/4-hour test of 
educational development, is the 
first stem in the twelfth annual 
competition for four-year Merit 
Scholarships. 
Students who wish to be con­ 
sidered for the merit scholarships 
to be awarded in 1967 must take 
the NMSQT on this date. 
All students’ scores will be re­ 
ported to their schools before May 
15, together with interpretive and 
guidance materials fen* schools 
and students. 
About 14,000 semifinalists, the 
highest scorers in each state, 
will be announced publicly on 
Sept. 22, 1966. The names of semi­ 
finalists will be sent to colleges 
and organizations offering finan­ 
cial aid to undergraduates. 
In October approximately 38.000 
students who score just below the 
level required of semifinalists will 
receive letters of commendation 
for their high performance, al­ 
though they will not be eligible 
to compete for merit scholarships. 
Each semifinalist will be re­ 
quired to substantiate his NMSQT 
performance on a second exam­ 
ination and submit certain bio­ 
graphical information in order to 
become a finalist in the compe­ 
tition. 
Oily finalists are eligible to be 
considered fen* the merit scholar­ 
ships 
financed by NMSC 
and 
sponsors. Every finalist will be 
awarded a certificate of merit 
for his outstanding performance 
ki the 1966-67 merit program.

Hearts and Husbands-Part I 
Heart Disease Can Be Prevented

BOSTON (NEA) - We have all 
been looking long and hard at the 
appalling figures recounting the 
toll of heart disease among the 
ranks of men in the prime of 
life. I have been making a spe­ 
cial point of citing these statistics 
in my appeals to women to help 
save and prolong the lives of their 
menfolk. 
Latest U.S. Census data shows 
that of 8,815,000 widows in the 
United States, about one third— 
nearly 3 million—are between the 
ages of 35 and 64. Almost a mil­ 
lion are under 50. And each year, 
another 100,000 women join their 
ranks, widowed by heart attack 
deaths among men aged 45-64. 
Why do I talk to women about 
such overwhelming and seeming­ 
ly relentless tragedy? Why not 
write it off to fate 
and let it 
go? 


Two Answers 


There are two answers to these 
questions (which are not as rhe­ 
torical as they sound): 
• As a doctor, I have been 
trained to look at sickness and 
death in the context of medical 
history and medical knowledge. I 
know, for one, that other epidem­ 
ics that were once the scourge 
of mankind have been conquered, 
some in my own lifetime. And I 
know that the best scientific re­ 
sources of six continents are bent 
on the conquest of heart disease, 
if not in my lifetime, most likely 
in yours. 
• On the basis erf what we do 
know about diseases of the heart 
and blood vessels, we can already 
take a number of measures now 
to roll back the tide of heart at­ 
tacks. And women can play a 
strategic role in mounting this 
counterattack on the home front. 
A scant 
dozen 
years 
ago I 
couldn’t have made this state­ 
ment, but so swift has been the 
advance 
of scientific 
research 
that we are now able to identify 
specific environmental and per­ 
sonal factors which are associated 
with an excessive risk of heart 
and blood vessel disease. Their 
effects—alone and in combination 
—have been measured and we 
have learned 
that 
people who 
have several of these risk factors 
are in multiple jeopardy. 
Acting on this knowledge, we 
doctors can 
spot 
a poor 
risk 
among our patients and recom­ 
mend changes in his diet or his 
program otherwise or prescribe 
treatment to arrest or slow the 
course of disease in the poor-risk 
individual. 


States has 
an extremely 
high 
death rate from coronary heart 
disease—probably the highest m 
the world—the social aspects of 
the problem cannot be ignored. 
The risk factors which 
have 
emerged from long-term popu­ 
lation studies 
of thousands 
of 
men and women in various parts 
of the country fall into two major 
categories: those 
we 
can’t do 
anything about (age, sex and, as 
yet, heredity); and those we CAN 
change and control. In the latter 
category, these half-dozen have 
been found guilty by association 
with high risk of heart attacks; 
high levels of cholesterol and oth­ 
er fats in the blood; 
diabetes; 
overweight; lack of physical ac­ 
tivity; 
cigarette smoking; high 
blood pressure. 


Heart Association 


With the help of his doctor, his 
wife and his Heart Association, a 
man can do something about any 
and every one of these factors 
which might be adding to his risk 
of having a heart attack. 
Where do the wives come in? 
They have a vested interest in the 
object of this program: to keep 
their husbands alive 
and well. 
They also hold the key to the 
modification of a number of the 
risk factors cited, and therefore 
to the health of the whole fam­ 
ily.

Great Lakes 
Water Level 
Up Again 


DETROIT (AP) — Great Lakes 
water levels are up — from a 
couple of inches to a couple of 
feet — compared with a year!

= 4. or 22 4- 3 = 4. t shock is certain to be in store for those 
not in the know. The child is not hopeless in arithmetic. He is ju st 
presenting simple ex amples of operations u sing base 5 nu merals. 
This topic has been greatly ov er pu blicized in the past. At first 
teachers stressed the concept more than it deserv ed. Parents howled 
more lou dly than necessary . The present tendency is to present this 
idea abou t the fifth grade and giv e it only the emphasis it deserv e« . 
In themselv es, off base nu merals are of little v alu e. As a means 
of clarify ing and strengthening the stu dents’ u nderstanding of the 
stru ctu re of ou r nu mber sy stem, they hav e great merit. 
Basically the idea is v ery simple. We are cou nting by grou ps 
other than ten and recording ou r resu lts in a way that preserv es 
the place v alu e principle, and the zero place holder principle of 
ou r Hindu -Arabic nu mber sy stem.
